New Procedure for 


Military Call Up 


The Minister of Labour, after con- 
ferring with the Minister of National 
Defence by telephone, announces 
that the following decisions have 
been made in respect to “call ups” 
for the Army: 

(1) On and after this date, call 
ups for the Army are suspended, 

(2) Arrangements have been made 
that volunteers will be enrolled for 
the war in the Pacific and there will 
be an opportunity for any men who 
wish to do so to volunteer for this 
service. 

(3) Any men ordered for medical 
examination who were due to report 
prior to May 7, 1945 must do so and 
be medically examined; however, 
those who are found fit for the Army 
will not be called for military ser- 
vice for the present. 

(4) Any men who have been called 
to report for military duty on May 7 
or on a prior date, who have not re- 
ported and are consequently delin- 
quent, must do so and if found med- 
ically fit will be enrolled in the 
Army. 


(5) Any men who have been called 


to report for military service on a 


date after May 7, 1945 will be given 
transportation and sent home and 
will not be enrolled for Army service 


unless they volunteer for service in 
the Pacific.

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John Ralle — The Man 


John Bracken, the son of a farmer Ephraim Bracken 
and his wife, Alberta, was born in a log cabin in 
Ellisville, Leeds County, Ontario, on the 22nd of 
June, 1883. 


Here, briefly chronicled, are the main events in the 
life of John Bracken: 


1898 - Student at Brockville Collegiate, Ontario. 


1902-5 Student at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph, He won four scholarships, the 
Governor-General’s Medal, was top honours 
student and class medalist. Here, too, he met 
Alice Wylie Bruce. 


1906 - Young Bracken went to Winnipeg as repre- 
sentative of the Seeds Branch of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture. 


1907 - In the neighbouring Province of Saskatche- 
wan, John Bracken became Superintendent 
of Fairs and Farmers’ Institutes and Secre- 
tary of the Provincial Livestock Association. 


1910 - John Bracken was appointed Professor of 
Field Husbandry at the new, University of 
Saskatchewan. He took the first train to 
Guelph, Ontario, married Alice, Wylie Bruce. 
Four sons were born — three of whom are 
now on Active Service with the Navy, Army 
and Air Force. 


1920 - Already the author of two books on agri- 
culture, John Bracken became President of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College. 

1922 - John Bracken accepted the leadership of the 
Progressive Farmer Government, was sworn 

a in as Prime Minister of Manitoba. 
Now began the political life of the 
most continuously successful politi- 
cal leader the Empire has produced 
in this century, Since that day — 
from 1922 to 1942 — John Bracken 
has never been defeated. 


1932. The Liberals joined John Bracken’s farmer 
government,

serious problems. These weeds cannot 
be controlled by even very good 
farming. operations. Control, and 
often eradication, can be obtained 
by following special methods. 

The cheapest and most effective 
method of eradicating any of the 
deep-rooted persistent perennial 
weeds in emall and scattered patch- 
es is by the application of chemical. 
Sodium chlorate or Atlacide, the 
trade name, has been in use for 
many years and is regarded as the 


most effective of the several 
chemicals; in use, 
Generally speaking, the use of 


chemical will be found more ef- 
fective if placed in the hands of 
ftrained officials with proper equip- 
ment, rather than to depend upon 
an individual farmer to look after 
his own problem, In the Province of 
Manitoba, several municipalities are 
grouped together as Weed Control 
Unit with its own 
equipment, employs a spray crew 
that does all chemical treatment 
within the Unit. Success in éradica- 
ting small and scattered patches of 
these ‘weeds has been attained by 
this plan. 

When extensive infestations 
deep-rooted. persistent ., perennial 
weeds are met with, control by 
chemical becomes too expensive. If 
the land is of sufficient worth to 
merit intensive cultivation, this 
method of, control should be follow- 
ed. If, however, the soil is very poor 
or of sucha nature as to blow 
easily, cultivation should not be 
tried. 

In adopting a program of inten- 
sive cultivation” the underlying prin 
ciples of thorough work, regularity 
of operations and cultivation car- 
ried over a sufficiently long period, 
must be observed. Under. certain 
conditions, especially if soil drifting 
becomes a hazard, it may be ad- 
visable after one season's cultiva- 
tion, to seed to a quick growing 
crop such as barley, The field 
should be cultivated immediately be- 
fore the crop is seeded. Again, im- 
mediately after the crop is-harvest- 
ed, cultivation should commence 
and continue until freeze-up and

TRACTOR CARBURETOR ~ 
ADJUSTMENT FOR 
FUEL SAVINGS 


In the opinion of B. T. Stephan- 
son, Agricultural Engineer for the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
economy at full load has been over-

Some studies have shown that only, 
about 25% of the tractors worl 
with an average of 60% or more of 
Says Mr. 
Stephanson, Only about 4% of the 
tractors operate with 88% of rated 
horse power. This shows that part 
throttle operation is a normal con- 
dition and that the carburetor must 
be set for that load for most* econ- 
omical operation. When full power 
is needed for heavy work, the car- 
buretor needs adjusting for 
condition, If the tractor is used for 
lighter work, the carburetor should 
be adjustable for the right load, The 
practicable ¢ourse for the owner is 
to experiment with his engine as 
best he can to determine whether 
such re-adjustment is necessary. 


The, carburetor may be adjusted 
for power and it may be adjusted 
for economy. Adjusting the needle 
valve to fit the job does this and 
saves fuel, For low speed adjust- 
ment the engine should be started 
and the idling adjustment set so 
that the tractor idles smoothly and 
slowly. To be sure which is the 
idling adjustment and which is the 
needle valve adjustment look in the 
instruction book for a labeled dia- 
gram, For high speed adjustment 
open up the throttle rapidly when 
notice 
whether or not the engine hesitates 


or picks up quickly. If it hesitates 


slightly, the mixture is lean and 
correct for light work; if it picks 
up quickly, the mixture is rich, and 
may be too rich, Adjust the needle 
valve to get a lean mixture or until 
the engine hesitates.

AN EASY WAX 
TO GROW VEGETABLES 


When 1 was farming no one seem-| 
ed to be anxious after the day's work. 
to hoe the vegetable garden. So, we 


‘took a short cut. Immediately after 


wheat seeding we ploughed a long 
strip on the stubble we intended to 
summerfallow, then sowed our veg- 
etables on this ploughed strip in 
long single ‘rows, leaving a space 
between the rows wide enough to 
accommodate the usual cultivator or 
disc. Then as soon as tne vegetables 
came up we ran the disc or cultiva- 
tor between the rows occasionally as 
we were going out to the fields to 
work, This only left weeds to be 
pulled by hand between the plants in} 
the rows. The land sown to vege- 
tables in this way was quite suitable 
to be used the next spring for the 
sowing of grain, 


I recommend this method to any 
who are short of labour, or who 
lack a nice piece of clean land near 
their house to grow vegetables, An- 
other advantage is that new fresh
